ACTION REQUESTED 

Applicants respectfully petition the Director to withdraw the holding of Abandonment 
mailed September 14, 2004, based on evidence that a reply in the form of corrected drawings 
was timely mailed. 



STATEMENT OF FACTS AND EVIDENCE
